at anything like the prices prevailing 
for the last two or three years. 
Again, winter feed is scarcer than 
usual on the ranches this fell; and as 
a consequence many of the cattlemen 
who usually purchase a number of 
stockers at this season of the year, 
have scarcely hay enough to carry 
oar breeding stock through the win- 
er. 


Another reason for the present un- 
satisfactory condition of the stocker 
trade, not only in the Northwest, but 
also in the older provinces, is the poor 
quality of a large number of the 
young cattle that have been placed on 
the market during the last few years. 
Many of these were as far from the 
right kind of raw material from which 
to make finished beef as they well 
could be. During a period of high 
prices, markets are not so discrimin- 
ating in the quality of the goods of- 
fered, but when prices are low, mar- 
kets are more sensitive; they are 
more easily over stocked; buyers are 
more careful in making their selec- 
tions: and it becomes a case of the 
survival of the fittest only. A high- 
class product of any kind will always 
command a fair price, but on a de- 
pressed market inferior stuff must be
